Washington, April 14.—President Wilson and his 


Cabinet discussed the railroad strike for more than an 
hour today and apparently reached some conclusion, but 
there was no intimation as to its nature. 


Attorney General Palmer made this statement as he 


left the White House: "It is fair to conclude that the 
strike situation was discussed, but I am not prepared 
'to say what conclusions were reached." 


Other members of the Cabinet would make no state- 


• ment referring inquiries to the attorney general. Some 
intimated, however, that definite decisions had been 
made one way or another as to government interven-

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Mr. Palmer went direct from the White House to 


his office and immediately summoned for a conference 
with his assistants who have been keeping in close touch 
with the strjke situation. 


Soon after the Cabinet meeting the President tele- 


graphed the members of the newly formd Railroad La- 
bor Board asking them to come to Washington and be 


I prepared to function as soon as their nomination had 
been confirmed by the Senate. The immediate sum- 
moning of the Board was one of the matters decided 
upon at the Cabinet meeting, it was learned.

Startling Facts — Many i

A preliminary and partial report 


has been made of (he Interchurch 
survey in the villages and open 
country of Lorain county. The re- 
port makes a comparison between 
the pastoral leadership which the 
people living in the open country 
and the people living in the villages 
are today receiving. 
This compar- 


ison is very significant as there 
probably no one factor more indi- 
cative 'of religious conditions than 
the factor of active leadership. 


Country Xeglected 


The total population for the open 


country territory in Lorain county 
is in round figures 20,000; for the 
eight villages of Oberlm, Welling- 
ton, Amherst, LaGrange, Grafton, 
South Amherst, Kipton (not incor- 
porated); French Creek (not in- 
corporated), the total population is 
10,000. There has been a 
fairly 


even growth of population of about 
five percent in each ten years for a 
number of decades .n both the o- 
pen country and the village terri- 
tory. 


In the open country there are 31 


churches. 
Only eleven of. these 
hare xesident ^aatorsf -tour ..of 
these resident pastors are only giv- 
ing part time to the field where 
they are residing, leaving hut sev- 
en pastors who give full time resi- 
dent service to one charge. 


In the villages on the other hand, 


where the combined population is 
only 10000—exactly one-half 
the 


population of the open country- 
there are 29 churches 23 of which 
are resident charges, with 13 pas- 
tors giving full time service to one 
charge. 
The comparison stands 


with seven full time resident pas- 
tors for 20,000 people in the open 
country against 15 full time resi- 
dent pastors for 10,000 people in 
the villages. 


The survey also shows that the 


villages churches do not reach the 
country people. So far as the pop- 
ulation of the country has church 
affiliation it 
is almost 
entirely 


with the churches of the open 
country. 


17 Churches Abandoned 


At least seventeen churches in 


the county have been abandoned 
and their property sold; 
15 of 


these churches were in the open 
country. 


A careful census of the boys be- 


tween the ages of 12 and 
20 in 


several townships reveal two town- 
ships each with fifty boys each be- 
tween these ages, no one of ^hom 
is a regular attendant at any Sun- 
day school. 


The church membership in all 


the townships and villages of the 
country ranges from 16 per 
cent 


to not more than 45 per cent of

Advertising has been 
placed in daily papers, and various periodicals, enlist- 
ment headquarters have been opened and the amount 
expended for this general purpose will probably run into 
millions. 
If some money were expended in showing 


that the enlisted men, even in the regular army would 
receive consideration it would be more effective prob- 
ably as an inducement to enlist in the army than almost 
anything that could be done. 


Many young men were induced to enlist in the army 


and navy who, if they had dreamed that a war was to 
break out and they would be denied a fair deal in this 
manner, they never would have enlisted at all. And for j 
fear of this they will not enlist in the future.
